Dear  Dr.  Warren: 

Mrs.  John  Paulding  of  Park  Hidge  Illinois  has  in- 
trusted to  my  care  at  this  date  your  letter  of  October  2nd.  During 
the  late  Mr.  Paulding's  life  it  so  happened  that  we  were  intimate 
friends,  and  accordingly  worked  out  numerous  projects  together.  The 
Bronze  sculptured  inscription  panel  which  we  furnished  you  last  Dec- 
ember happened  to  be  one  of  Mr.  Paulding fs  last  sculptures. 

Mrs.  Paulding  was  not  aware  that  a  Lincoln  head 
existed,  until  of  my  advioe  last  evening  that  such  a  head  had  been 
executed  for  us  back  in  1931  when  we  were  considering  a  monumental 
project.  Uo  doubt  you  have  reference  to  this  model  in  your  letter, 
tho  I  can  not  see  how  this  information  reached  you  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  this  bust  has  not  been  outside  of  our  hands  at  anytime. 

This  bust  portraiture  of  Lincoln,  as  executed  by  the 
late  John  Paulding  is  an  outstanding  piece  of  sculpture,  and  should 
easily  meet  your  requirements.  In  its  study  the  life  mask  of  Lincoln 
was  used,  and  accuracy  of  portraiture  is  thereby  guaranteed.  I  hardly 
feel  that  judgement  could  be  passed  thereon  thru  photographic  medium, 
especially  that  photographs  would  be  made  from  the  plaster  model. 

I  shall  accordingly  welcome  the  opportunity  of  present- 
ing this  bust,  as  also  a  Lincoln  relief  plaque,  for  your  considerations, 
Naturally  you  will  be  interested  as  to  their  cost,  and  it  is  agreeable 
to  outline  the  following: 

One  (1)  cast  bronze  bust  of  Lincoln  (by  Paulding) 
17"  overall,  base  14"  across  front,  and  9"  depth,  for 
the  sum  of $350.00

Paulding)  12"  x  14",  moiknted  on  a  Mahogany  wood  panel 
15n  x  18w,  for  the  Sum  of -$90.00 

Same  bronze  placque  as  above  but  unmounted,  for 
the  sum  of #77.00
